OTTAWA, June 16-—(By Canadian 
Press)—Six months’ hoist for the bill 
to aid Home Bank depositors was 
moved in the senate today. by Sunator 
G. G. Foster, seconded by Senator R. 
§. White. 

After some discussion debate was 
adjourned until tomorrow. 

Senator R. B. Black, of Sackville, 
thought the bill shoyld not pass. He 
could not, he said, find a single argu- 
ment why the country should pay 85, 
4659,00¢ to the Home Bank depositor. 

Senator G. G. Foster said that the 
senate was not created as a charitable 
organization, but to protect the pub- 
lic interests. There was no obligatiot 
on the country to the Home Bank 
depositors. 

Sir James Loug!ieed said there were 
precedents for the government com- 
ing to the relief of depositors. 

He feit that if ever there was a 
moral responsibility on the part of the 
government to relieve distress it was 
in this case. 

Senator Dandurand said it was im- 
possible ‘to allow a financial crash, 
and the price that Canada was paying 
to maintain the solvency of her insti- 
tutions during that period was this 
$6,450,000 for the Home Bank de- 
positors, 

Senator Pope could find no obliga- 
tion on the government,

Are Killed 
Train Wreck 


Thunder Storm Is Cause of | 
Derailment 


MANY ARE SUFFERING 
SERIOUS INJURIES 


Two Day Coaches and Pull-' 
mans Pile Up On Top of | 
Engine 


HACKETTSTOWN, N. J., June 16. 
—-Thirty-elght are dead, 36 in critical 
condition and at least 35 more are 
suffering from injuries received at 
3:30 a.m,, eastern standard time to- 
day when four cars and the engine of 
a@ seven-car special train on the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road were derailed antl piled up on 
one another at Rockport sag, two 
miles west of here. 

One hundred and eilghty-two pas- 
sengers, immigrants of a former day, 
who had become prosperous in the 
great corn belt and were on their way 
to visit homelands across the sea, 
were hurled into the maelstrom of 
death and injury as coach pounded 
upon coach, and scalding steam from 
the bursting engine tortured the vic- 


tims. 
Violent Storms i 

The train left Buffalo, N. Y., yes- 
terday at 6 p.m. The train's entry into 
New Jersey was hera‘ded by a violent 
thunderstorm that washed gravel over 
the tracks at the Rockport @ossing, 
into which the train plunged. 

The engine plowed over ties for 
150 yards before it struck a switch 
and left the tracks. 

Two day coaches and a pullman 
were piled on top of the engine as it 
toppled over. One other* pullman was 
derailed and three remained upright. 
By automobile, special train and am- 
bulance the injuréd were taken to 
hospitals at Easton, Pa., Phillipsburg, 
Morristown and Dover. 

Eighteen of those taken to Easton 
are dead Morristown reported two 
deaths, Dover, five and seven bodies 
are in the morgue at Hackettstown. 

The homes of all except the train 
crew are in Chicago and vicinity. 

Woman Heard Crash 

Riding above the rumble and thun- 
der and jashing of the storm the 
crash of the wreck awakened Mrs. 
Duncan Dunn, who lives at the state 
game farm about 50C yards distant. 
She communicated with Hackettstown 
over badly crippled wires, arousing 
physicians who, in turn sent emer- 
Bency calls to surrounding ‘hospitals, 

Men, women and children, scalded* 
by the live steam and pinned beneath 
the wreckage, pleaded for death. 

Ambulances arrived with the dawn 
and farmers from far and near join- 
ed the rescue workers, 

The three unwrecked pullmans 
were laden with 42 injured for hos- 
pitals in Easton and Phillipsburg, 
three dying on the way. The motor 
transport company of the New Jersey 
National Guard was pressed into ser- 
vice to carry injured to Morristown. 

The excursionists expected to board 
the steamer Republic in Hoboken this 
morning. Their cars were decorated 
with flags and banners announcing 
that the occupants planned to ‘see 
the old, country again.” 

Many of them were accompanied 
by children and grand-children. 


Sailing For Europe 

NEW YORK, June 16.—Eager to 
see their homeland again, but shaken 
and gaddened by «the train wreck 
which claimed 57 of their companions 
in dead and injured, one hundred and 
twenty-five Germans from the west 
sailed today on the Republic from 
Hoboken. 

Rescues from the horror which en- 
sued when their special train from 
Chicago was wrecked before dawn 
near Rockport, N, J,, survivors of the 
homeward-bound party were rushed 
to Hoboken in another special. 

Without exception they had graphic 
tales to tell of their experiences while 
the liner waited for possible late ad- 
ditions to the fortunate saved, Kun- 
ning through each story was a golden 
thread, tracing the heroism of the 
farmers resident near the wreck and 
of the sacrificing efforts of some of 
the passengers to alleviate the suffer- 
ing of the injured, 

»Women, just out of. the emoking 
debris, scratched and dug with bare 
hands and torn finger nails to save 
a moaning child from under the over- 
turned cars; others bandaged arms, 
and guided farmers with water sup- 
piles to the moaning scalded, the sur- 
vivors said, 

To Mrs. E. B. Haaker, of Park 
Ridge, Ilis., a trained nurse“who was 
on the train, many owe their lives. 
With a first aid kit she had with her, 
Mrs. Haaker set up an impromptu 
hospital in the observation car, 

Nurse Gives Assistance 

Mrs, Haaker was travelling with 
her husband and @ friend. All three 
were awakened by the crash. 

“I could hear, it seemed, a thousand 
people screaming,"’ said Mr. Haaker, 
in describing the crash, “and, through 
their voices, the roar of escaping 
steam. 

“When we came near the engine 
the sight was overwhelming. The first 
two (hay coaches had been telescoped 
and were sround iogether inva mass 
of wood and steel, and some passen- 
gers in the first coach had been 
thrown bodily: into the coal tender. 
The third coach had ridden over these 
two and was vis squarely on top 
of the engine. The engine's steam 
pipes had ‘broken and a fog of steam 
was pouring into the car perched on 


top.

Opposition to Clause Is Led. 
by J. Evans Before Agri-| 
cultural Committee

OTTAWA, June 16..—(By Canadian

Act, authorizing the mixing of grain

Opposition to mixing in any 
form was led by J. Evans, of Saska- 
toon, and Thomas Sales, of Saltcoats 
Hon. W. R. Motherwell would have | 
given the elevators two years’ notice | 
that mixing must be abolished but 
this proposal was vote down.

Mr. Graham replied that the Crow 
agreement in its application to the 
prairie provinces dealt only with east- 
bound traffic. This principle was be- 
ing carried out in the new legislation, 
The Crow agreement provided for a 
reduction of three cents a hundred 
pounds in the rate on grain and flour 
shipped from the prairie provinces 
eastward to Fort William or farther 
eastern points. Under the new bill, 
this prineiple was maintained, 

Right Hon. Arthur Meighen said 
that under the new bill, while the 
three cent reduction went into effect 
on shipments to Fort William, it was 
possible for the rate eastward from 
Fort William to be so raised as to 
nullify the effect of the decrease, 

Makes Reduction, 

Mr. Graham declared that in this 
respect there was no change from the 
former bill. The three eent reduction 
in grain and flour shipments from the 
rrairies to Fort William ard eastward 
wes maintained. 

The government was endeavoring to 
get as far as possible from the mak- 
ing of rates in parliament, What was 
needed was acompromise attitude in 
order to get rid of some of the com- 
plications of the rate situation, Wheo 
the railway commission undertook to 
revise the rate structure, they would 
take into consideration the new tranz 
portation conditions betwen the pra- 
irtes and the Pacific Coast, and the 
claims of the ‘Maritime provinces 
based on the confederation pact for 
access to the markets of central Can- 
ada.

CO0.OPERATION DOUBTFUL. 
The Agricultural Committee of the House of 
Commons proposes that the Provincial Legisla- 
tures pass concurrent legislation whieh wii make 
the revised provisions of the Grain Act uniform 
throughout the Psininion and put that measure 
levend any question as to its legality. Highly 
desirable as that would be, it may be optimistic to 
expect such action. Vancouver seems to be 
wedded to the idea that its Harbor Board should 
be the supreme authority in ine management of 
the terminal elevators there, but the Grain Act 
places these very definitely under control of the 
Grain Commission, That the B.C. Legislature 
would over-ride local sentiment and pass legisla 
tion confirming the Grain Commission's contro! 
is rather douhtful. 
As the Coast elevators were built with Domin- 
jon raoney, and for the purpose of handiing pra- 
jrie grain, and as the interest on the investment 
will be collected as toll levied upon that grain, 
it is not apparent why any British Columbia au- 
thority shouid have control. that the Legisla- 
ture of that province should have any say in 
fixing the contrel. The outlesk is that in this 
case the authority of the Grain Board wil! 
to rest upon the Act of Parliament without legis- 
lative sanction by the B.C. legislature

Crop conditions continue to invite high hopes 
on the part of people im aii jarts of the West 
Even the few dry districts which a week ago 
reported need of rain have been visited by heavy 
showers and there appears to be scarcely a local- 
ity in the prairie provinces where crops are suf- 
fering through lack of moisture. On the contrary, 
in parts of Manitoba the rainfall has been more 
than was wanted and farm families have been 
flooded out. of their homes. 

vom other sections of the Dominion the 
reports are less rosy. The British Columbia fruit 
crop is said to be short, owing to hard frosts last 
winter, and a good many orchards are declared 
to have been killed outright. Central Ontario, 
including the Niagara fruit belt, has been suffer- 
ing from the worst drought for vears, and grow- 
ers there are plowing up their strawberry patches 
and reconciling themselves to a scant yield of tree 
fruits. Field crops must have suffered aecording- 
ly. From the present appearance of things the 
West is in line for a heavy crop, and a crop which 
will bulk even larger than usual in th: total out- 
put of Canadian farms. 

The grain market has been reacting as usual 
to the favorable growing conditions. The better 
the weather at this time of year the poorer the 
price. Stil, quotations stand higher than were 
ever known in pre-war times, and can sag a long 
way without inducing a panic among the grow- 
ers. Any one of several things may, of course, 
bappen between now and threshing time to dis 
appoint the expectations, but conditions at this 
season were never more favorable in the West 
and the outlook seldom better for a profitabie 
price at market time. 


GIVE THE OWNER A CHANCE. 

Commissioner Mitchell proposes that owners 
whose property was seized by the City two years 
ago for non-payment of taxes be given a last 
epportunity to redeem it by wiping off the arrears 
in a series of annua! payments. To refuse to give 
the owners that chance would be a hardship, and 
would do nothing to better the position of the 
city. To extend the privilege would be no more 
than an act of justice, and the more who took 
advantage of it the better for the civic finances 
and for stability in the future. 

The situation of the city is not improved when 
property is taken from one person and put into 
the possession of another, unless the second holder 
prospers more in the future than the former holder 
did in the past, and that is something which can- 
uot be foreseen. And the situation is made posi- 
tively worse when property is taken from the 
owner and retained by the City for want of a 
purchaser. So long as property is in private 
ownership there is always a chance that arrears 
will be paid. When it is taken over by the city 
all chance of collecting taxes from it fades away 
and the amount otherwise chargeable against it 
has to be added to the hills of the remaining 
owners. 

Edmonton needs more property-owners, not 
fewer. Notbing else will stabilize its position or 
bring down ihe tax billy. Commonly this need is 
Snterpreted as 2 need of an influx of new people, 
But it amounts to the same thing in dollars and 
eents if a former owner recovers his property 
as if another party buys it. The one transaction 
does just as much as the other to guarantee 
that the property will be taxable in.years to come. 
Nor is it to be forgotten that new-comers are not 
likely to become property-owners unless those 
who are already there are both able and willing 
to pay texes on their holdings. A community 
in which an annua! tax sale is a conspicuous event 
is not a community into which outsiders rush to 
invest,

Confederation is not a commercial enterprise 
into which the partners put capital in hope of 
drawing dividends. It is a scheme of Govern- 
ment devised in order to weld the separated 
provinees into a nation. The business of the cen- 
tral authority is to protect life and property and 
to administer the affairs of the nation. That costs 
money, and there is only one source from which 
it can come. The Dominion can distribute noth- 
ing among the provinces, whether by grant or by 
indirect result of tariff or other legislation, 
which it does not collect from the people of the 
srovinces. The demand for regional benefits at 
the general expense is not legitimate, however 
natural. It is a survival of the medieval notion 
that the King should scatter largess among his 
subjects. The modern version of the idea is the 
communistic theory that the nation is a store- 
louse out cf which everybody can draw rations. 
That idea does not prevail, and never has pre- 
vailed, among any considerabie section of the 
poopie of Canada. Should it ever become the 
dominant idea either in the maritimes or“in the 
West national bankruptcy or dismemberment will 
follow as a matter of course.

[NEW PHASE WRITTEN 
| IN SHIPPING DISPUTE 


MELBOURNE, June 16.—A new 
phase has arisen in the Australian 
shipping dispute. Last week the 


owners tied up the steamship Mon- 
arco following her being prevented 
sailing from Sydney owing to the 
owners refusing to inesrt a clause in 
the ship's articles guaranteeing the 
observance of the arbitration court 
award dealing with wages and condi- 
tions in force before the seamen’s 
union was de-registered. 

Tom Walsh, president of the Sea- 
men’s Union, in a letter to the Ship 
Owners’ association, now demands 
that any ship's articles between the 
seamen and the association shall cvor- 
tain the award conditions, though 
without mentioning the award. The 
Ship Owners’ asscclation refused. to 
comply with the demand.

MUST CHANGE METHODS 

VANCOUVER, B.C,, June 15— 
“There are many Canadian firms 
manufacturing highly finished pro- 
ducts which could do « darge export 
business with India if they would 
take the trouble to make a serious 
study of the Indian market,” ssid 
H. A. Chisholm, formerly of Mon- 
treal, and now Canadian trade com- 
missioner at Calcutta, who reached 
Vancouver on Monday on the C.P.R. 
8.8. Empress of Russia. Mr. Chie- 
holm will spend a week on the Paci- 
fic coast before leaving for Ottawa 
in the course off our months’ sur- 
vey of business condittons in Canada. 
There are a few ‘but not many Can- 
adian firms whose export business

Granted for One Year Only 
in Future, States Premier

OTTAWA, June 15.—(Canadian 
Press)—Premier King definitely de- 
cla.ed in the house tonight that the 
government intended to allow the ex- 
port of hydro-electric power only on 
the yearly basis. 

“We shall grant licenses only for 2 
year at a time,” saif the premier, 
“and where electric energy is being 
exported under license for that period 
of time all parties must understand 
that one of the purposes in making 
the reservation of the limited time is 
that this country may at any moment 
without giving cause for any right of 
action, or ill-feeling on the part of 
another country to which energy is 
being exported, have a right to make 
use of its own electric energy as re- 
quired.”’

OTTAWA, June 15.—(By Canadian 
Press)—Second reading of the bill to 
give relief to Home Bank depositors 
wag moved in the senate tonight by 
Senator Dandurand, government jead- 


er. Senator G. Robertson, C6; rva- 
tive, the only speaker in the bate, 
supported the bill. Dehate was ad- 
| journed until tomorrow. 

| Senator Dandurand asserted that 


the government had a mandate from 
the House of Commons for its action 
in the unanimcus adoption of the re- 
port of the committee recommending 
that the depositors had a moral claim 
in equity. Had the government, he 
asked, required every bank to post a 
warning over its doors to the effect 
that deposits were made at the risk 
of the depositors, would there have 
been such large deposits? The de- 
positors claimed that had the war not 
been on in 1916 the minister of fi- 
nance would have felt free to put an 
auditor into the Home Bank. They 
held they were victims of war condi- 
tions. Senator Dandurand throught 
that problems confronted Sir Thomas 
White at the time such as that prob- 
| ably no member of the house would 
have judged the situation other than 
as he did. ’ 

Senator Roberison, speaking of his 
letter to Chairman Lee of the deposi- 
tors’ committee referred to by the 
premier recently, stated that it was a 
personal letter and had no connection 
with the temporary leadership of the 
Conservative party in the senate 
which he held at the time he wrote 
it. He had béen assured by Mr. Lee 
that the latter had not intended that 
the letter should be used in the way 

yit was. He would refrain from ex- 

pressing his views as to the conduct 
of the premiér but regaraed the inei- 
dent as one to be regretted. 

Senator Robertson declared there 
were precedents which would war- 
rant some measure of relief He held, 
however, that the investigation into 
the matter should have embraced all 
the affairs of the bank from the time 
it asked for a charter.
